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The New Constitution. 

Well/ Wo have got a new conRtita- 
tion, — Responsible Government I "What 
shall wo do with it 1 With tho oxeept- 
ion of the. manner in which tho country 
has beep districted, wo confoss that 
thoro is littlo m tho Bill to eavil at; 
and should it be followed by a good 
conservative fraucbiao, simplo and oGl- 
oiont machinory tor maiutaiuing the 
purity of oleolionB and for Bottling con- 
troverted rotnrus, wo shall, have the 
pleasure yet oi oougratnlating tho Gov- 
ernment npon tho admirable way ' in 
which it has mot tho wishes aud ex- 
pectations of the people. This measure 
virtually enables the Colony to ontor the 
Dominion with Responsible Government; 
ao that it meets reasonable expectation 
in that respeot. The preamblo to the 
Bill says, " Whorons it is desirable 
that this Colony should enter into tho 
Union with tho Dominion oi Canada 
with n Constitution altered' in some 
reaped* from that at present BUbsistjing, 
und with an enlarged Legislative As- 
sembly consisting <>t wholly Elective 
Wembers." We must be permitted to 
congratulate HU Excellency Governor 
Musgravo upon the admirablo taot and 
ability with which he has managed tho 
groat Confodoration sehemo, from first 
io last, and ospocially upon tho band- 
Bomo manner iu which he has given 
way to publio opinion upon the aubject 
of Responsible Government. Tho Gov 
ernment will have done its duty when 
it shall have well complotod the new 
political machinory by supplying the 
measures already referred to. It will 
remain for tho people to do tbeirB, 
Responsible Government having boon 
ccucededs it will remain for tho people 
to make good and proper use of it— to 
demonstrate thoir fitness for solf-nov- 
ornment. As regards tho constitution 
of the Executive Council there is a lack 
of perspicuity about the Bill. It is dear 
onougb in limiting tho number of mem- 
bers to FIVE, — not four, as stated in a 
local prim — and in pointing out that in 
tho first instance, the Colonial Socretary, 
the Attorney General and tho Chiel 
Commissioner of Lands and Works 
shall be of the number, leaving it to be 
ir.forred. that the romaiuing two may be 
without office, But, as to whether all 
tbe appointments io tho Executive aball 
u s made from the Assembly, and bo 
fully responsible to tho peoplo, is not so 
clear. Indeed, we can soo nothing in 
the Bill to prevent the Govtruoi t»j>- 
poiniing men io seats iu tho Executive 
Who have not seats in tho Assembly, 
and who will bo iu no way responsible 
to the peoplo. Ot course the Assembly 
would hold a sort of remedy in its 
hands- It could signify, and mako tho 
Executive feel, its disapprobation. But 
this is a class of remedy which it is 
highly undesirable thoro should bo oc- 
casion to resort to. What is wanted, what 
is implied in the term Responsible 
Government, and what is doubt- 
less intended by tho pro*om 
Bill, is that the Exeoutive Go-r- 
erument should bo composed of tho 
Governor and tnoh members of tbe 
Assembly as he may cull to tbe Cablet, 
and wiio shall obtain tho comseut of their 
eonstitutents by re-eloctiou, and that a 
Cabinet so constituted tball only continue 

10 hold offlco (tho Governor ot course 
oxeepted) so long as it commands tho 
confidence of a majority of the Assembly. 
That is what we meun by Rofponsiblo 
Government, and nothiug abort of that 
will work well. We may bo told that 
it ia moro traditional tlian wrilton. Aud 
yot we do not see why a point of snob 
primary importance might not be ex- 
pressed with all tho perspicuity which 
pervades the rest of tho Bill. 
Tho Aasombly is largo enough, 
in all oonsoionoej and thoro 
may be some difficulty in getting 
twenty-five good men and true 
who Will bo willing to devoto two or 
three moDtbs every year lo public busiueHH ; 
but thiB ia a difficulty which will gradually 
disappear ns tho country fills up. To tho 
manner of districting the country there 
would appear to be more raaaoo lo object. 
And, htre, we ara glad to know that ihe 
Government will give the Legislative Couo- 

011 the tUruusi latitude in deadng with the 
Bobedulo lo the Bill. Take Nanaimo and 
Comox for instuner: The former, with tho 
cuuntry districts • i!«.<' , ).!<) to it, must have 
buvbu or tight liuus tho population of tho 
latter, to say nothing at all about its lnrr>r5 
commercial, muiitime and mining interest-; 
and yet to each ol tbeao districts one mem- 
ber ia assigned! If v;o ossurae that popu- 
lation una been made the basis of repra«en- 
totion— and this would eppear to bo the 
only ground upon which twelve members 
out of the twenty-five havo been asnignod lo 
Vancouver Island— either Nanauno is uu- 
dor-iepicHonted, or Comox is over-reproeeni- 
ed. But it is when we approach thu Main- 
land that thu ".realesl anomaly presents 
itetlf. A territory of two hundred and 
twenty thousand square ruilea is dividod 
into six electoral districts any one of five 
of which ban as great an area as the United 
Kingdom of Uioat Britain and Ireland. 
Three of th«S« euoruioua district send two 
members each. Two of thorn send three 
each. Now, it occurs to un that it would 
have' bum much bettir had tho Mainland 
bi'tn divided into an many districts ua it has 
members. Jurt think ol the (rightful tax 
imposed upon political nspirunth by havii g 
to canviiHB liii'nu districts. Fancy every can- 
didate for the British t'onfbpni having to 
canvuss tho whole ol tbe United Kingdom, 
from John O'Grout'a House to Land's End, 
and from Derry to Cork I Yot oven that 
Treru uu easy tack oompsrod with osnvawing 



the Cariboo distrioi (including, ss it doeB, 
Ominrcn), the Yale distriot, or the Koet- 
•Day distriot, where the expense and facili- 
ties of locomotion are bo very different. In 
truth the work is so herculean that we fear 
many tjooi' men will be detorrad from ofler* 
ing themaelvef. It ia lo be hoped that the 
Couucil will subdivide these largo diitriots, 
so as lo huvo thirteen in all upon the Main- 
land.
